conducted at the Renaissance 
Convention Center; two 
guest speakers for the event, 
Amban-born Dr. Edward 
Cheung of NASA, Principal 
Engineer Hubble of the 
Space Telescope Mainte¬ 
nance Project, and Professor 
Wubbo Ockels from TU 
Delft, Holland’s first astro¬ 
naut and head of the Forz Hy¬ 
drogen Car development 
team, were present at yester¬ 
day’s presentation via video 
conferencing. 

Minister de Meza, who is 
official host of the fall event, 
expressed the importance of 
Amba investigating and pur¬ 
suing the latest in “green 
technology” of every kind, 
which will be exhibited and 
explained during the Green 
Amba Congress. Dr. Cheung 
will expound on the use of 
solar cells and energy, which 
NASA has pioneered, as they 
use it to power space crafts 
once they have left earth’s at¬ 
mosphere. 

Present at the Ambahuis in 
Holland were Amba’s Minis¬ 
ter Plenipotentiary to the 
Netherlands, Edwin Abath 
and Director of Ambahuis, 
Desiree Croes. Projected on a 
giant screen was the Forz Hy¬ 
drogen Car as well as the 
Green Choice Solar Car, both 
of which will be in Amba for 


the trade fair. Members of the 
development team explained 
they will be racing the cars, 
which have achieved speeds 
up to 140 KLH, in an attempt 
to set a new world speed 
record for vehicles employ¬ 
ing renewable-“clean” en¬ 
ergy. 

The Amba Green Congress 
for registered delegates will 
occupy the first 3 days of the 
upcoming event; Prime Min¬ 
ister Eman and Minister de 
Meza invite all the public, 
both island visitors and resi¬ 
dents, to attend the trade fair 
that will complete the confer¬ 
ence from October 1 though 
3. 

Aruba has made advances 
in clean energy technology 
largely through the efforts of 
Dutch enterprise, according 
to the Green Aruba website. 
“The aim of the conference is 
to invite Dutch, American, 
Regional and International 
ex- perts on wind, solar and 
maritime energy technologies 
to the Island of Amba, in 
order to share knowledge of 
new and proven technologies 
in these fields. The confer¬ 
ence also aims to create a 
platform where knowledge is 
shared among the different 
international parties.”

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
Secretary of State Hillary Clin¬ 
ton said Wednesday the United 
States backs Argentina in its 
call for Iran to extradite the 
suspects in a deadly bombing 
of a Buenos Aires Jewish cen-

"Argentina and the United 
States cooperate closely in the 
fight against terrorism," the 
chief US diplomat said as she 
appeared before the news 
media with Argentine Foreign 


Minister Hector Timerman. 

"Argentina, of course, has 
been a victim of terrorist at¬ 
tacks on its own soil, and we 
support Argentina's pursuit of 
justice for those tragic and de¬ 
plorable acts," she said. 


Russia admits fires burned on 
Chernobyl-hit land 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia 
yesterday admitted wildfires 
hit swathes of land contami¬ 
nated by the Chernobyl disas¬ 
ter, raising fears that buried 
radioactive particles could be 
released into the air, as a new 
wildfire broke out near a nu¬ 
clear facility. 

The new wildfire caused by 
lightning flamed up near a 
major nuclear research center 
in the Russian town of Sarov, 
causing the plant's manage¬ 
ment to ask firefighters and 
troops to reverse their with¬ 
drawal. 

Russia had begun with¬ 
drawing hundreds of firefight¬ 
ers and soldiers sent to douse 
the fires around Sarov, a town 
500 kilometres east of 


Moscow which houses the 
country's main nuclear re¬ 
search facility and is still 
closed to foreigners. 

"The center's director 
Valentin Kostioukov has asked 
the emergency situations mi¬ 
nistry urgently to suspend the 
withdrawal of troops from 
Sarov and send in heavy 
equipment as reinforcements," 
it said. 

Smog from the wildfires 
that shrouded Moscow for 
days triggering a public health 
crisis finally dissipated as the 
authorities claimed the total 
area on fire in Russia had 
halved over the last 24 hours. 

But concerns mounted over 
the environment in the 
Bryansk region bordering the 


Ukraine and Belarus, whose 
soil is still contaminated by the 
1986 Chernobyl disaster, as the 
authorities acknowledged the 
area had been hit by the fires. 

The Roslesozashchita state 
forest watchdog said in a state¬ 
ment on its website that ac¬ 
cording to data from August 6, 
in the Bryansk region alone 28 
fires covering an area of 269 
hectares (665 acres) were 
recorded on the radioactive 
lands. 

"The situation is compli¬ 
cated but stable and under con¬ 
trol," said the state-run 
Forestry Management Office 
for the Bryansk region. 

Some officials had previ¬ 
ously denied the existence of 
any fires in the region. 


PARIS, France (AFP) - Plastic 
surgery patients have carried a 
new class of superbugs resis¬ 
tant to almost all antibiotics 
from South Asia to Britain and 
they could spread worldwide, 
researchers reported yesterday. 

Many hospital infections 
that were already difficult to 
treat have become even more 
impervious to drugs thanks to 
a recently discovered gene that 
can jump across different 
species of bacteria. 

This so-called NDM-1 gene 
was first identified last year by 
Cardiff University's Timothy 
Walsh in two types of bacteria 
— Klebsiella pneumoniae and 
Escherichia coli — in a 
Swedish patient admitted to 
hospital in India. 

Worryingly, the new NDM- 
1 bacteria are resistant even to 
carbapenems, a group of an¬ 
tibiotics often reserved as a last 
resort for emergency treatment 
for multi-drug resistant bugs. 

In the new study, led by 
Walsh and Madras University's 
Karthikeyan Kumarasamy, re¬ 
searchers set out to determine 
how common the NDM-1 pro¬ 
ducing bacteria were in South 
Asia and Britain, where se¬ 
veral cases had turned up. 

Checking hospital patients 
with suspect symptoms, they 
found 44 cases — 1.5 percent 
of those screened — in Chen¬ 
nai, and 26 (eight percent) in 
Haryana, both in India. 

They likewise found the su¬ 
perbug in Bangladesh and Pak¬ 
istan, as well 37 cases in 
Britain, where several patients 
had recently travelled to India 
or Pakistan for cosmetic sur¬ 
gery. 

"India also provides cos¬ 
metic surgery for other Euro¬ 
peans and Americans, and it is 
likely that NDM-1 will spread 
worldwide," said the study, 
published in the British med¬ 
ical journal The Lancet. 

NDM-1 was mostly found 
in E. coli, a common source of 
community-acquired urinary 
tract infections, and K. pneu¬ 
moniae, and was impervious to 
all antibiotics except two, tige- 


cycline and colistin. In some 
cases, even these drugs did not 
beat back the infection. 

Crucially, the NDM-1 gene 
was found on DNA structures, 
called plasmids, that can be 
easily copied and transferred 
between bacteria, giving the 
bug "an alarming potential to 
spread and diversify," the au¬ 
thors said. 

"Unprecedented air travel 
and migration allow bacterial 
plasmids and clones to be 
transported rapidly between 
countries and continents," 
mostly undetected, they said. 

The emergence of these 
new drug-resistant strains 
could become a serious global 
public health problem as the 
major threat shifts toward a 
broad class of bacteria — in¬ 
cluding those armed with the 
NDM-1 gene — known as 
"Gram-negative." 

"There are few new anti- 
Gram-negative antibiotics in 
development, and none that are 
effective against NDM-1," the 
study said.

Tomorrow, August 13, The 
Centro di Pesca Hadicurari 
will have an informative 
evening on the invasion of the 
Lionfish in Aruban waters and 
the Caribbean. Keynote 
speaker will be Aruban scien¬ 
tist Adeljean L.F.C. Ho, M.Sc 
Adeljean L.F.C. Ho, M.Sc., 
is a Marine Biologist who fol¬ 
lowing his PhD studies at the 
Florida Institute of Technol¬ 
ogy. After finalizing his VWO 
at the Colegio Arubano, he 
achieved his degree in Bache¬ 
lor of Arts with Honors in Ma¬ 
rine Biology and Chemistry at 
the Roger William University 
in 2008. He achieved a Master 



in Science degree in Marine 
Biology at the FIT, in 2010, 
where he presented his thesis 
“population genetics” and “ge¬ 
ographic morphological vari¬ 
ability’ of the yellowhead 
jawfish, Opistongathus au- 
rifrons. 


At present he is on Aruba, 
collecting information for his 
Ph.D. study in Biology Sci¬ 
ence. His lecture is geared on 
the actual invasion of the Lion¬ 
fish on Aruba - using informa¬ 
tion obtained in the U.S., and 
how to apply them here. He 
will elaborate on the biology of 
the Lionfish, origin and 
method of invasion, the dan¬ 
gers of invasion and propose 
an action plan on how to com¬ 
bat the problem. 

In September 2009 the first 
species were detected in Aruba 
waters and since then lots of 
sightings were reported by 
local fishermen. The Centro di 


Pesca Hadicurari is collecting 
data but feels that the interest 
of the general public is dimin¬ 
ishing. The center is giving this 
lecture (with others to follow 
in the near future) to form a 
network on how to control this 
invasion. 

All fishermen, dive opera¬ 
tors and the general public are 
invited to assist at the lecture, 
on the second floor of the Cen¬ 
tro di Pesca Hadicurari. Doors 
will open at 7:30 p.m. and the 
lecture is from 8:00 to 10:00 
p.m. with opportunities for 
questions.

This time they went 
to the 'Den Man Di E Maes¬ 
tro’ building, situated in the 
Avenida Alo Tromp. Accord¬ 
ing to spokesperson, Mrs. 
Marieta Wanopa, the addicts 
themselves asked for their 
help. 

The situation of the ad¬ 
dicts on the street is getting 
worse every day. They have 
several wounds that need 
treatment but they cannot go 
to the First Aid because their 
AZV insurance is not in 
order. 

Mrs. Wanopa says that 
every time they meet the ad¬ 
dicts they talk to them, en¬ 
couraging them to think on 
their situation and seek a bet¬ 
ter life for themselves. 

The foundation is not get¬ 
ting any financial help; they 
cook and give food to the 
addicts on their own ex¬ 
penses. 

Every day the Red Cross 
helps seven to 14 addicts 
with little wounds or self- 
inflicted wounds they got 
by a piece of metal or a dog 
bite. The wounds get worse 
by the day to the point that 
they need intensive treat¬ 
ment. 

There are addicts in criti¬ 
cal condition living together 
with other people and the risk 
of infecting them with a di¬ 
sease is big.

Bangladesh farmers turn to 'frog weddings'

DHAKA, Bangldesh (AFP) - 
Farmers in a parched district of 
northern Bangladesh are mar¬ 
rying off frogs in a desperate 
bid to bring on monsoon rains 
and protect their crops, local 
officials said yesterday. 

Bangladesh suffered its dri¬ 
est July in decades, prompting 
farmers to turn to the cen¬ 
turies-old rain-making ritual of 
celebrating frog marriages, of¬ 
ficials say. 

"There have been lot of frog 
marriages as there has been 
hardly any rainfall here even 
though it's monsoon season," 


Sadullahpur district govern¬ 
ment administrator Ariful Haq 
said. 

At a frog wedding in Ram- 
chandrapur village, 300 vil¬ 
lagers dressed in their best 
clothes attended the festivities, 
said Tajul Islam, who was at 
the wedding. 

"The frog bride and groom 
are highly decorated with a red 
streak of colour on their fore¬ 
head and carried in a special 
basket to a banana-leaf stage," 
he said. 

"Villagers sing songs, make 
offerings of rice and grass, then 


after the ceremony the married 
frogs are released in the village 
pond," he said, adding that all 
the village children then got 
traditional sweets. 

Monsoon rains normally 
sweep Bangladesh from June 
to September, with the country 
receiving more than 75 percent 
of its annual rainfall during 
this period. 

In July, usually the wettest 
month of the year, Bangladesh 
received 36 percent less rain 
than last year, said Shah Alam, 
deputy chief of the weather de¬ 
partment.

Previous research had ac¬ 
counted for the first of three 
necessary conditions: Vol¬ 
canic rocks on Baffin Island 
and nearby Greenland were 
found to contain a high con¬ 
centration of one isotope of 
helium, called helium-3, com¬ 
pared with another, helium-4. 
(An isotope is a variation of a 
chemical element, with a dif¬ 
fering number of neutrons in 
the atom's core.) Helium-3 is 
extremely rare - most of the 
mantle's original supply has 
been released into space 
through volcanic eruptions - 


The adoption rate of 3D 
products has been fantastic 
and will continue to grow, 
Baxter said. 

"The opportunity for 3D is 
constantly evolving. We think 
it will follow a path very sim¬ 
ilar to what we experienced 
with HD rollout and Blu-ray 
rollout,” Baxter said. 

In late July, market re¬ 
search firm DisplaySearch 
said that 3D TV shipments 
could reach 3.4 million this 
year, increasing from 
214,000 units that shipped 
last year. The increased inter¬ 
est in 3D TVs is partly being 
driven by 3D gaming and 3D 
movies on Blu-ray, according 
to DisplaySearch.

Many researchers have 
thought the Earth was made 
of a special kind of meteorite 
called chondrite, which has 
led them on the hunt for what 
is called a chondritic 
neodymium isotope, a telltale 
signature of this origin. The 
hunt has been futile. But a re¬ 
cent discovery called this as¬ 
sumption into question. And 
based on the new theory, the 
non-chondritic neodymium 
isotopes that Jackson and his 
team identified in the Baffin 
Island lavas can be consid¬ 
ered primitive. 


3D-Mapping Laser Backpack is the 
Nerdiest Back-to-School Item Ever 


Samsung has brought out its 
first portable Blu-ray 3D 
player, as well as 3D TVs 
priced starting at US$1,099, 
in an effort to make 3D prod¬ 
ucts accessible to buyers. 

The BD-C8000 player al¬ 
lows users to watch full high- 
definition movies on the go, 
or to watch 3D movies when 
connected to a 3D TV, said 
John Revie, Samsung senior 
vice president of home enter¬ 
tainment, at a press event in 
New York. 

The portable player has a 
10.3-inch screen and built-in 
Wi-Fi. It runs about three 
hours on batteries and con¬ 
nects to 3D TVs via an 
HDMI 1.4a port. The HDMI 
specification allows for con¬ 
tent in 3D formats to be trans¬ 
ferred between devices, 
including movies based on 
the Blu-ray 3D format. 

The player is priced at 
$499 and is available now, 
according to the company. 

For budget-conscious buy¬ 
ers, Samsung also announced 
three new plasma 3D TVs, 
including one priced at 
$1,099. That one, the 
PN50C490 3D TV, has a 50- 
inch screen size and is capa¬ 
ble of playing 720p 

Canadian Rocks 

Scientists may have un¬ 
earthed vestiges of rock 
nearly as old as Earth itself. 

A unique chemical signa¬ 
ture suggests volcanic rocks 
recently collected on Baffin 
Island in the Canadian Arctic 
survived untouched for 4.5 
billion years - from before the 
melted mantle began firing 
up magma to form Earth's 
crust and plate tectonics then 
mixed that crust back into the 
mantle below. 

"This may be the original 
stuff,” said lead researcher 
Matthew Jackson of Boston 
University. "We may have 
discovered the oldest piece of 
the Earth.” 

Jackson and his colleagues 
think the newfound material 
somehow remained protected 
from the inner Earth's vigor¬ 
ous churning and recycling 
by hiding out in an ancient 
mantle reservoir. (The mantle 
is the layer of viscous, super- 
hot rock that roils below the 
thin, solid crust of the planet's 
surface.) 

The researchers' novel 
finding could offer insights 
into the Earth's original com¬ 
position, as well as the dy¬ 
namics at play in the Earth's 
interior. 

Of course, to label a piece 
of rock as primitive is not sim- 


The back-to-school season is 
upon us, and what better way 
to go back to school in style 
than with a laser-equipped 
backpack capable of building 
3D maps of building interi¬ 
ors? 

Researchers at the Univer¬ 
sity of California, Berkeley 
have developed just that. 
Their backpack uses a combi¬ 
nation of lasers, cameras, and 
location-sensing equipment 
to map out rooms and corri¬ 
dors inside buildings, accord¬ 
ing to a KGO-TV news 
report. 


Needless to say, the 3D 
mapping backpack isn't ex¬ 
actly practical for students— 
you can't store stuff in it and 
you’d probably get plenty of 
funny looks—the researchers 
say that the backpack can be 
used for mapping for games, 
or for gathering data to help 
make buildings more energy 
efficient.

Spinal-fluid biomarkers accurately 
predict Alzheimer’s: study 


British scientists develop 
brain scan to detect 
autism 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Alzheimer's disease can be 
predicted with up to 100 per¬ 
cent accuracy several years 
before its onset using bio¬ 
markers found in spinal flu¬ 
ids, a study published 
Monday showed. 

Geert De Meyer of Ghent 
University in Belgium and 
colleagues in the Alzheimer's 
Disease Neuroimaging Initia¬ 
tive (ADNI) analyzed data 
from 114 older adults who 
were cognitively normal, 200 
who had mild cognitive im¬ 
pairment and 102 who had 
Alzheimer's disease for the 
study. 

They identified a very spe¬ 
cific biomarker signature that 
is present in more than 90 
percent of the Alzheimer's 
group, 72 percent of those 
with mild cognitive impair¬ 
ment and 36 percent of those 
who were cognitively nor¬ 
mal. 

The results were cross¬ 
checked against two smaller 
data sets. 

In one, 64 of 68 patients - 


- or 94 percent of the group - 

- were "correctly classified 
with the Alzheimer's disease 
feature," the authors of the 
study wrote in the American 
Medical Association's 
Archives of Neurology. 

In another data set, made 
up of 57 patients with mild 
cognitive impairment who 
were followed up for five 
years, the model was 100- 
percent accurate in showing 
patients who progressed to 
Alzheimer's disease. 

"The initiation of the 
Alzheimer's disease patho¬ 
genic process is typically un¬ 
observed and has been 
thought to precede the first 
symptoms by 10 years or 
more," the authors of the 
ADNI study published Mon¬ 
day wrote. 

But the fact that the bio¬ 
markers were present in more 
than one-third of cognitively 
normal subjects suggested to 
the researchers that 
"Alzheimer's disease pathol¬ 
ogy is active and detectable 
earlier than has heretofore 


been envisioned." 

Scientists have been 
searching "in earnest" for 
biochemical markers of 
Alzheimer's Disease in body 
fluids since the late 1990s, 
when a working group out¬ 
lined the ideal biochemical 
markers for the disease, an 
editorial in the same issue of 
the Archives of Neurology 
said. 

Among other things, bio¬ 
marker tests should be more 
than 80-percent accurate for 
detecting Alzheimer's, techni¬ 
cally reliable and repro¬ 
ducible, noninvasive, simple 
to perform and inexpensive. 

The test used by De Meyer 
and colleagues met most of 
the criteria, said the editorial. 

But, it added: "Whether it 
is noninvasive or not is in the 
eye of the beholder: perform¬ 
ing a lumbar puncture is no 
more invasive than other out¬ 
patient procedures such as 
endoscopies that millions of 
Americans tolerate each 
year." 


LONDON (AFP) - British 
scientists have developed a 
15-minute brain scan they 
hope could be used to detect 
autism in children, cutting 
both the time and cost of di¬ 
agnosing the disorder. 

Researchers from the In¬ 
stitute of Psychiatry at King's 
College London on Tuesday 
published details of the tech¬ 
nique, which has been tested 
on adults and shown to have 
90 percent accuracy in detect¬ 
ing autism. 

Children are presently as¬ 
sessed through a lengthy 
process that tests social inter¬ 
action, communication and 
imaginative skills. 

A confirmed diagnosis is 
rare before 18 months, and 
most often occurs much later. 

Christine Ecker, a member 
of the institute's research 
team, said the new tool's ben¬ 
efits could be "immense". 

"It could help to alleviate 
the need for the emotional, 
time-consuming and expensive 
diagnosis process which ASD 
(autism spectrum disorder) pa¬ 
tients and families currently 
have to endure," she said. 

"We now look forward to 


testing if our methods can 
also help children." 

The British scientists hope 
the new method will be both 
quicker and up to 20 times 
more cost effective. 

The scans cost between 
100 pounds (160 dollars, 120 
euros) and 200 pounds, far 
cheaper than current alterna¬ 
tives in Britain. 

The technique assesses 
structural changes in the 
brain. It is expected to take 
more than two years before it 
is ready to be rolled out for 
general use. 

Autism and related disor¬ 
ders affect up to six or seven 
out of every 1,000 individuals. 

Symptoms are lifelong 
and can vary widely, but 
often include impaired social 
skills, repetitive behaviours, 
difficulty in expressing one's 
emotions, and an aversion to 
physical intimacy. There is 
no known cure. 

The brain scan method 
was 90 percent accurate in 
correctly identifying the 
autistic patients. It also 
showed a negative result for 
healthy controls in 80 percent 
of cases.

NEW YORK (AFP) - Ailing 
US insurance giant AIG an¬ 
nounced yesterday the sale of 
80 percent of its consumer 
credit provider American Gen¬ 
eral Finance to Fortress Invest¬ 
ment Group, a hedge fund 
manager. 

No details were provided 
on the terms of the deal, which 
will leave AIG in control of the 
remaining 20 percent as it 
struggles to pay back a mas¬ 
sive taxpayer buyout. 

AGF has assets of approxi¬ 
mately 20 billion dollars and 
liabilities of approximately 18 
billion dollars, including 17 
billion dollars of debt. 

The firm provides loans, re¬ 
tail financing and other credit 


related products in the United 
States, Puerto Rico, the Virgin 
Islands, and Britain. 

AIG said that as a result of 
the sale it will post a pre-tax 
loss of approximately 1.9 bil¬ 
lion dollars in the third quarter 
of 2010. In its earnings state¬ 
ment on Friday, it estimated the 
sale at some 2.4 billion dollars. 

American International 
Group, once the world’s largest 
insurer, has been selling assets 
since its rescue from collapse 
by the government during the 
2008 financial crisis. It is today 
nearly 80 percent owned by 
the state. 

AIG shares fell by more 
than four percent yesterday de¬ 
spite the news of the sale.

This is likely to lead to 
more pressure on Beijing to 
speed up the appreciation of 
the yuan against the greenback 
— a reason often cited by 
American lawmakers for the 
yawning gap with China. 

The June deficit baffled 
both the US government and 
private economists. 

It was about twice the 
amount forecast by the govern¬ 
ment in gross domestic prod¬ 
uct projections for the second 
quarter, published last month. 

Most economists had ex¬ 
pected the deficit to hit 42.2 
billion dollars.

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Racing against time to 
preserve India's Parsi past

MUMBAI (AFP) - High in 
the hills of western India, 
Homi Dhalla looks around 
the Bharot Caves complex, 
pointing out the cracked and 
crumbling stone in the 
roughly-hewn rocks. 

"If we wish to save these 
caves, the world community 
has to stand up and do some¬ 
thing about it now before it’s 
too late,” he says, as the web 
video fades to a still image of 
two Parsi priests worshipping 
in one of the stark grey vaults. 

Time and neglect have left 
the ancient caves in a danger¬ 
ous state of disrepair that now 
threatens them as a place of 
pilgrimage for India's fire¬ 
worshipping Parsi commu¬ 
nity. 

In the 14th century, their 
ancestors fled to the caves 
with the sacred fire of their 
Zoroastrian religion to escape 
a Mughal invasion. 

According to legend, the 
"Iranshah” — the first fire to 
be consecrated in India — 
stayed lit throughout the 12 
long years they were there. 

So far, 3,000 people have 
signed a petition on the 
www.zoroastrians.net portal - 
- where Dhalla's video is 
shown — which will be sent 
to the Archaeological Survey 
of India, urging it to repair 
the protected caves. 

"There is an urgent need to 
conserve the caves for poster¬ 
ity without delay or else this 
sacred heritage will be lost 
forever.” 

Whether the caves near 
Sanjan, close to the state bor¬ 
der of Maharashtra and Gu¬ 
jarat, survive or collapse 
further into the hillside is not 
just dependent on funding. 

The project — and others 
like it — more than anything 
depends on people. 


Zoroastrians, who follow 
the prophet Zarathustra and 
worship Ahura Maza as the 
creator of the universe, fled 
persecution in ancient Iran 
and arrived in India in the 
10th century. 

They have risen to promi¬ 
nence over the centuries as 
industrialists, philanthropists, 
teachers, musicians, artists 
and writers in India and 
abroad. 

Famous Parsis include the 
Tata family, which owns one 
of India's most successful 
business houses, the conduc¬ 
tor Zubin Mehta and the late 
Queen singer Freddie Mer¬ 
cury. 

But the population of 
India's most successful and 
celebrated minority has been 
in steady decline, with num¬ 
bers down to just under 
70,000 in India, according to 
the last census in 2001. 

As the birth rate falls and 
Parsis marry outside the com¬ 
munity or migrate, experts 
say they face a race against 
time to catalogue the distinc¬ 
tive religion and culture for 
future generations. 

Kainaz Amaria has seen 
the decline first hand, partic¬ 
ularly in rural areas where 
once-thriving Parsi commu¬ 
nities have died out and their 
homes and fire temples now 
lie abandoned. 

The 32-year-old photo- 
journalist, who comes from a 
family of Indian Parsi priests, 
arrived in Mumbai last year 
and has been documenting 
everything from wedding 
ceremonies to water rituals in 
the close-knit community. 

"I like to focus on the cus¬ 
toms and the cultures and the 
traditions that are typically 
Parsi,” said Amaria, who is in 
India on the US government's 


Fulbright scholarship pro¬ 
gramme as part of her mas¬ 
ters degree in visual 
communication. 

Comparing her experience 
growing up on the US west 
coast and Parsi life in India, 
she said all it took was her 
parents to emigrate and one 
generation for some rituals to 
disappear. 

"If they're not documented 
they'll fade away,” she said. 
"This is my little way of giv¬ 
ing something back to the 
community. I feel a very 
strong sense of responsibility.” 

The decline in Parsi num¬ 
bers doesn't mean that noth¬ 
ing has been done to preserve 
tradition. 

A Zoroastrian Information 
Centre has been built at the 
coastal town of Udvada in 
Gujarat, where the "Iranshah” 
still burns at one of the most 
important Parsi fire temples 
in the world. 

The UNESCO-backed 
Parzor project has saved 
damaged or decayed ancient 
manuscripts at the Meherji- 
rana Library in nearby 
Navsari and transferred them 
onto microfilm. 

It is also recording oral 
history and charting the lives 
of famous Parsis while schol¬ 
ars from around the world are 
taking an increased interest in 
the endangered Parsi-Gu- 
jarati dialect. 

Dhalla has led archaeolog¬ 
ical digs in Sanjan, where the 
first Zoroastrians settled, and 
unearthed artefacts shedding 
light on their trading past. 

His foundation's other 
areas of concern include 
recording and reviving reli¬ 
gious chants and traditional 
Parsi songs, calligraphy and 
promoting the community's 
linguistic heritage.

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Beckham still up for England despite 
Capello call

LONDON (AFP) - England 
coach Fabio Capello virtually 
called time on David Beck¬ 
ham's international career on 
Wednesday only for the 
player's spokesman to insist 
his client was still available 
to represent his country. 

Beckham was unable to 
play in the World Cup due to 
an Achilles injury suffered 
while on loan at AC Milan in 
March, but the LA Galaxy 
midfielder had hoped to re¬ 
turn to England duty when he 
was fully fit. 

The former Manchester 
United and Real Madrid star 
went to the World Cup as part 
of Capello’s backroom staff 
but the Italian, speaking 
ahead of Wednesday's 
friendly against Hungary at 
Wembley, which England 
won 2-1 without Beckham, 
said there was little chance of 
a recall for the Euro 2012 
qualifying campaign. 


"I say thank you very 
much for helping me at the 
World Cup but probably he is 
a little bit old," Capello told 
ITV. 

But in a statement which 
suggested Capello's words 
had come as a surprise to 
Beckham, the player's agent 
told BBC Sport the mid¬ 
fielder was not about to an¬ 
nounce his international 
retirenment. 

The statement read: "For 
your info, there has been no 
discussion of retirement. He 
will always be available for 
his country, when fit and if 
needed he will be there." 

If Capello is true to his 
word, the 3 5-year-old former 
England captain will end his 
international career with 115 
caps, the most number for 
any England outfield player 
but 10 short of Peter Shilton's 
overall national record. 

Beckham played in the

1998, 2002 and 2006 editions 
of the World Cup, but he was 
never able to enjoy his best 
form at the tournament. 

Arguably the most famous 
moment of Beckham's Eng¬ 
land career came in the 2002 
World Cup qualifier against 
Greece at Old Trafford when 
his superb performance and 
last-gasp free-kick secured a 
place in the finals. 

In the 1998 tournament he 
was sent off for a needless 
kick at Argentina's Diego 
Simeone during a last-16 
match that England lost on 
penalties, with Beckham vil¬ 
ified for his role in the defeat 
when he returned home. 

England were never able 
to get past the quarter-finals 
of any tournament with 
Beckham as captain and he 
surrendered the skipper's 
armband at an emotional 
press conference after the 
2006 World Cup. 

It seemed Beckham's in¬ 
ternational career was over 
when Steve McClaren left 
him out of his first squads 
after replacing Sven Goran 
Eriksson as England coach in 
2006. 

Thinking his England days 
were finished, Beckham quit 
Real Madrid and moved to 
America, but he fought his 
way back into the interna¬ 
tional team soon after and 
was a regular member of 
Capello's group for the 2010 
World Cup qualifying cam¬ 
paign. 


PHILADELPHIA - Roy Os¬ 
walt is with a new team, in a 
new city, in unfamiliar sur¬ 
roundings.

TORONTO (AFP) - Novak 
Djokovic struggled to close 
out his opening win at the 
Toronto Masters Wednesday 
with the Serb second seed re¬ 
quiring multiple match points 
to down Frenchman Julien 
Benneteau 7-5, 7-5. 

The 2007 champion in 
Canada smashed a racket in 
frustration before finally im¬ 
proving to 4-1 in his career 
series against Benneteau. 

Djokovic took to the court 
for the first time since leading 
his country into the Davis 
Cup semi-finals last month. 

World number two 
Djokovic needed almost two 
and a quarter hours to get the 
job done in sweltering condi¬ 
tions on the Toronto hard- 
courts where he was out-aced 
nine to six by his 33rd-ranked 


opponent, whom he beat in 
the Wimbledon first round. 

Djokovic will next face 
Romanian Victor Hanescu, 
who denied Peter Polansky 
the chance to to become the 
first Canadian into the third 
round at home since 2007, 
earning a 6-4, 7-6 (7/4) win. 

"I'm very happy the way I 
played, and I think Polansky 
played very well today," said 
Djokovic, who has defeated 
the Canadian four times. 

"It was very close, he had 
some chances. Maybe I was 
more focused, maybe more 
concentrated, anyway, finally 
I won." 

Russia's world number six 
Nikolay Davydenko beat Ital¬ 
ian Fabio Fognini 7-5, 6-1 
but Ukranian Alexandr Dol- 
gopolov upset 12th seed 
Russian Mikhail Youzhny 1- 
6, 7-6 (7/4), 7-5. 

Last week's Washington 
winner David Nalbandian

Life goes on for embattled Woods 



SHEBOYGAN (AFP) - The 
tabloids have toned down 
their coverage, the paparazzi 
no longer sit in front of his 
hotel trying to snap photos 
and the helicopters don't 
hover above his house like 
they used to. 

But just when it seemed 
like life might be returning to 
a semi-normal state follow¬ 
ing the hullabaloo surround¬ 
ing the sex scandal, Tiger 
Woods saw his golf game go 
into the tank. 

Woods says some aspects 
of his personal life, but not 
all, are finally starting to 
show signs of returning to the 
way it used to be. 

"I don't have paparazzi 
camped out in front of my 
house, hotel, helicopters fly¬ 
ing over the range,” he said. 

"That was, at the time, 
happening every day. They 
were following my kids 
every where they went. Tak¬ 
ing photographs of every¬ 
thing they were doing. That 
was very tough. But it hasn't 
been the case of late. To me, 
that is a sign that it is headed 
towards normalizing.” 

The same can't be said 
about his golf game. The 14- 
time major championship 
winner heads into the 92nd 
PGA Championship with his 
game in disarray after com¬ 
ing off the worst performance 
of his career at last week's 
World Golf Championships 
Bridgestone Invitational. 

”1 couldn't put together 
any rounds,” Woods said on 


Tuesday. ”1 was certainly 
frustrated in the way I hit the 
ball and the way I putted.” 

Woods' world number one 
ranking is under threat at the 
season's final major champi¬ 
onship which starts on Thurs¬ 
day at the Whistling Straits 
course. 

The four-time PGA Cham¬ 
pionship winner is without a 
win this season and without a 
major title in the past two 
years. 

He hit the skids at the 
World Golf Championships, 
shooting a fourth round 77 to 
finish in a tie for 78th. His 
18-over 298 was a whopping 
30 shots behind winner 


Hunter Mahan. 

"To be honest, I thought I 
would have been here (play¬ 
ing poorly) a little bit sooner 
with all that is going on,” 
Woods said between practice 
rounds. 

"Somehow I've been able 
to play a little bit better than 
I thought for a stretch and 
then it finally caught up with 
me last week.” 

England's Paul Casey said 
Woods' struggles were a topic 
of conversation in the play¬ 
ers' lockerroom at the World 
Golf Championships. 

"Without a doubt. The first 
round was slightly surprising, 
worst round he had ever at 
Firestone. I didn't expect to 
see scores like that from 
him,” Casey said Tuesday. 

Woods' last win was in 
Australia in November, two 
weeks prior to smashing his 
car into a fire hydrant, spark¬ 
ing a series of scandalous 
revelations that destroyed his 


marriage and put his once 
mighty game on a downward 
spiral. 

Woods compared the past 
nine months to four years ago 
when he had to deal with the 
emotional pain of losing his 
coach, best friend and father 
Earl Woods. He says he is 
simply not enjoying playing 
golf as much as he used to. 

"What's been apparent in 
my life right now versus 
when my dad died are two to¬ 
tally different deals,” Woods 
said. 

"I really took solace back 
then in going out to the golf 
course after my dad passed 
because it brought back so 
many great memories of us 
growing up and practising 
and training and competing 
and giving each other the 
needle. 

"Here it has been different. 
Every time I come out here it 
has been a bit more difficult. 
Off the golf course it has 


been a lot more difficult. A lot 
of things have gone on but in 
both instances it is about at¬ 
taining balance and finding 
an equalibrium. 

"My dad always said 'just 
keep living'. That is some¬ 
thing I have taken to heart 
quite a bit. There are quite a 
few times I have definitely 
said that to myself.” 

His unbeatable aura may 
have been diminished, but 
Woods says he has some¬ 
times surprised even himself 
and is seeing signs of im¬ 
provement in his game. 

"With all the things that 
have gone on for some reason 
I have been able to piece to¬ 
gether rounds and keep it in 
there. There were two tourna¬ 
ments where I really hit it 
well but other than that I re¬ 
ally haven't done that well. 

"The two practice sessions 
I had the last two days have 
been a step in the right direc¬ 
tion. I got one more practice 
tomorrow and hopefully 
everything will come right 
today.” 

Woods says if he can 
somehow right the ship this 
week and collect his 15th 
major title then it would help 
him salvage something from 
a troubled year. 

"No matter how bad your 
year is or how good your year 
was, you have to get a major 
in there for it to be a great 
year. 

"And there were years that 
I won a bunch of tournaments 
but I didn't win a major 
championship. 

"Last year I won six times 
and I didn't win a major 
championship. That is what 
separates a really good year 
from a great year. There are 
four majors and we all have a 
chance this week and hope¬ 
fully I can get it done.”

SHEBOYGAN (AFP) - 
Corey Pavin said Tiger 
Woods would receive no spe¬ 
cial favours and that the 
world number one is going to 
have to earn his way onto the 
US Ryder Cup team like 
everybody else. 

’’There's nobody that's 
promised any picks right 
now,” said the US captain on 
Wednesday. 

”I've got quite a few peo¬ 
ple I am looking at. I would 
not disrespect any of the 
players that are potential 
players on the team.” 

On Tuesday, Woods reiter¬ 
ated his desire to play his way 
onto the Ryder Cup team and 
not have to worry about 
being named as a captain's 
pick. 

But asked if he accept a 
captain's invitation if asked 
by Pavin, Woods replied that 
he would. 

Although the US regained 
the Ryder Cup in 2008, Eu¬ 
rope have won five of the last 
seven events and are 
favourites to be victorious 
again in October at the Celtic 
Manor Resort in Wales. 


Netherlands held 1-1 by Ukraine

DONETSK (AFP) - World 
Cup runners-up the Nether¬ 
lands' were held to a 1-1 draw 
ahead of their Euro 2012 
qualifying campaign by the 
event's co-hosts Ukraine on 
Wednesday. 

PSV Eindhoven mid¬ 
fielder Jeremain Lens put the 
Dutch side in front in the sec¬ 
ond half, while Lokomotiv 
Moscow midfielder Alexan¬ 


der Aliev pulled the scores 
level just a minute later. 

Dutch coach Bert van 
Marwijk said he was pleased 
with what how effectively a 
third choice Dutch side - the 
coach only selected one 
player from the World Cup 
squad allowing the others the 
match off - had performed 
against an experienced 
Ukrainian outfit. 


"I do not want to comment 
on any individual,” van Mar¬ 
wijk said after the match. ”1 
just watched them play, was 
studying their ability. And I 
found several more candidates 
to compete for places in the 
first choice squad. 

"Ukraine is an experienced 
team, who have been playing 
together for a long, long time. 
I consider today's result to be 
logical.” 

His Ukrainian counterpart 
Miron Markevich said that he 
had been disappointed by their 
first-half performance but 
more enthused by the second- 
half display. 

"We played nervously be¬ 
fore the break making too 
many poor moves,” he said. 

"But after the break we 
were better in creating moves. 

"We were up against a very 
well-drilled team of skillful 
players and I'm happy about 
my team's defensive play 
though we failed to keep a 
clean sheet.” 

The Dutch, who were Eu¬ 
ropean champions in 1988, are 
scheduled to start their Euro 
2012 qualifying campaign at 
San Marino on September 3.

Pacers get Collison, Posey 
in four-team swap

point guard Darren Collison 
and forward James Posey 
from New Orleans Wednes¬ 
day in a four-team NBA trade 
that also includes New Jersey 
and Houston. 

The Pacers also said they 
sent Troy Murphy to the 
Nets, who sent guard Court¬ 
ney Lee to Houston. 

To complete the deal, the 
Rockets sent swingman 
Trevor Ariza to New Orleans. 

The Pacers had been 
searching for a point guard 
since TJ Ford fell out of favor 
last season with coach Jim 
O'Brien. 

In Collison they get a ris¬ 
ing young point guard who 
played well when Hornets 
starter Chris Paul was hurt. 

Collison averaged 12.4 
points and 5.7 assists as a 


rookie last season, including 
18.8 points and 9.1 assists in 
37 starts. 

"We're excited to add Dar¬ 
ren to the strong core of 
young players already on our 
roster,” Pacers president 
Larry Bird said. "He's a dy¬ 
namic young point guard and 
we believe that he will be a 
key piece of our goal of 
building a team that the fans 
in Indiana deserve.” 

Murphy played in 262 
games for the Pacers, with 
averages of 13.3 points and 
9.2 rebounds per game. 

"We are very pleased to 
add Troy to our roster,” Nets 
general manager Billy King 
said. "He is a quality power 
forward who has the ability 
to stretch the floor, and we 
feel that he will be a very 
positive addition to our front- 
court rotation.”
